The plans and specifications for the 
construction of Spring Creek Pkwy, 
and Alma Rd. as four-lane divided 
thoroughfares were okayed to provide 
access for the 180-acre tract on the 
north side of Spring Creek between 
Alma and US 75. 
Al Rollins of Schrickel, Rollins and 
Assoc, told the council that the im ­ 
provem ents

cost 
about 
$1,085,000. 
They are planned 
for 
completion by the fall of next year 
when a $2.8 million athletic stadium 
will be opened by the school district. A 
middle school, a municipal tennis 
center and several 
multi-purpose 
athletic fields will also be constructed 
on the site in the near future. 
The council also began proceedings 
to acquire the necessary right-of-way 
for Spring Creek from W E. Winn, an 
abutting property owner.

A 1.5-million-gallon elevated water 
storage tank and a 12-15-inch sewer 
line to serve the area were also ap­ 
proved.

The tank is 
expected to cost about $600,000 while 
$225,000 in bonds have been sold to pay 
for the sewer line.

Polly's Pointers 


Turpentine strips 
wax off furniture 


By Polly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I hope you can help me straighten 
out a real mess. I put several coats of wax on my cherry 
bedroom furniture and it started to smear. I have wash­ 
ed it with mild soap, used a commercial product, 
vinegar water, mayonnaise and lemon oil but just can­ 
not remove the wax and smears How can I restore a 
clean luster? — MRS D H. 


DEAR MRS. D.H. — You will certainly have to 


remove all this buildup of wax, etc. before you will have 
any success. You might buy a prepared furniture 
cleaner and follow directions. If the furniture has a 
silicone finish that the cleaner will not work on, use 
turpentine. Be very careful not to over wet the pieces 
especially around any joints that are glued. Mineral 
spirits should remove a wax buildup. If it’s very bad, use 
the spirits on OOO steel wool instead of a cloth and rub 
carefully. 
An old fashioned furniture wash that you can make at 


home requires three tablespoons linseed oil, one tables­ 
poon turpentine and a quart of hot water. Mix, let cool 
and wring a cloth out of this for the cleaning. Dry well. 
Repeat until clean and apply to only a sm all area at a 
time. When all is clean, wax. Use the wax sparingly. 
Then rub vigorously so there are no sm ears or excess 
wax left on the surface. — POLLY.

DEAR POLLY — The handles on both my oven and broiler 
doors became rusty and corroded. I found wood grain adhesive 
backed paper that matches the trim on my refrigerator door. I 
applied this to the shabby handles after they were thoroughly 
cleaned. This one application was done a year ago and Siey 
still look clean. I do enjoy the column. So many of the hints 
have been helpful to me. — LEONA. 
DEAR POLLY — When making pie crust I found clean-up is 
much easier if I put one or two sheets of newspaper on the 
counter, under the waxed paper. When all is finished I just 
gather the papers up in a ball, toss in the waste basket and the 
counter is clean. — TERR M. 
DEAR POLLY — While making pickles, it occurred to me 
that perhaps some of the readers might like to try my method 
for adding spices. Instead of tying them up in a cloth, I bought 
a tea ball, put the spices in it and drop this in the pot with the 
vinegar When time comes to remove the spices the ball is so 
easy to lift out. — MID. 
DEAR POLLY — I use that spray product made for pre­ 
treating stains on laundry for removing stains on my hands 
after I have been using oil base paints or varnish. Simply 
spray it on the hands, work it in and rinse off with water. This 
is most convenient and does not leave an odor such as gasoline 
or thinner does — BRENDA.
